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MISS JOSEPHINE J. GILBERT RETIRES 


Miss Josephine J. Gilbert soon will complete an active nursing career 
that has spanded four decades. She will move to Sun City, Arizona, where 
she will live in a new apartment which she owns. 

Ten of her 40 years in nursing were spent as director of the School of 
Nursing and Nursing Service at Geisinger Medical Center, Danville, Pa., the 
post from which she will retire on July 19. 

The School of Nursing was totally reorganized under Miss Gilbert’s direc- 
tion. The end result was full accreditation by the National League for Nursing 
in 1958. This stamp of recognition has been maintained ever since. 

Miss Gilbert has held two major positions since the day in 1924, when 
she was graduated from St. Luke’s Hospital School of Nursing, Chicago. She 
joined the St. Luke’s nursing staff as a head nurse and after a number of 
promotions became assistant director of nursing and acting director of nurs- 
ing several times. During her 29-year career at St. Luke’s, she was away from 
students and patients for about three years. With the help of scholarships, 
the Lead, South Dakota high school graduate and nurse, attended Teachers 
College, Columbia University. She obtained her Bachelor of Science and 
Master of Arts degrees in nursing education and administration there. She 
was an Associate Professor at The University of Illinois for five years. She 
also took courses at the University of Chicago and attended a school of music 
in Chicago for seven years. 

While at St. Luke’s Hospital before W.W. II Miss Gilbert and the Direc- 
tor of Nursing secured permission to materially increase the size of the school. 
The school was accredited by the National League for Nursing Education and 
was among the first list of such schools, about 60 in all. 

During the war years Miss Gilbert began to train younger women for 
positions of responsibility to maintain good patient care. Senior students were 
prepared for charge duties because of the shortage of graduate nurses. The 
daily average census increased from 500 to over 600 at times. 

Miss Gilbert always worked within the framework of good professional 
nursing organization and had unusual knowledge of responsibilities end limi- 
tations of the various nursing service groups. 

She has been an active member in state and national nursing organiza- 
tions, the Susquehanna Branch of the American Association of University 
Women, the American Red Cross, and her various alumni associations.

Letter from Chairman, Department of Nursing 


Dear Graduates: 


So much has happened at Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hospital that I want 
to bring you up to date on the changes. 


In November of 1964, Dr. James Campbell, former Chairman of the 
Department of Medicine, became President of the Hospital. Immediately 
following this I was asked to reorganize the Department of Nursing, incor- 
porating the three goals of the hospital; patient care, education and research. 
As many of you know, I have been concerned that nurses at Presbyterian- 
St. Luke’s Hospital have not really had the opportunity to nurse because of 
the many management responsibilities it has been necessary for them to carry. 
My concern in assuming this added responsibility was that steps be taken 
immediately as a part of this reorganization to make it possible for nurses to 
nurse and to place management responsibility where it rightly belongs. As a 
result, the following steps were taken: 
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1. Hospital administration has assumed responsibility for the manage- 
ment of the hospital 24 hours a day, 7 days a week. 

2. Hospital administration has assumed responsibility for the manage- 
ment of the former nursing units through a Unit Management 
Program. 

3. A new category of worker was brought into the Nursing Department 
and classified as a medication technician. These technicians are having 
a three-month training program and under the direction of nurses 
administer medications. 

On January 4, 1965, I assumed the position of Chairman of a professional 
Department of Nursing which has comparable status with the Department of 
Medicine, Department of Surgery, etc., with the Chairmen directly responsible 
to the President. 

We have had a crash program for the training of unit manager and now 
have managers in all areas. The former nursing unit clerks are now respon- 
sible to the unit managers, leaving nurses with the privilege and responsibility 
for planning, directing and carrying out nursing care without being burdened 
with unit management responsibility and detail. 

All patient care units were reorganized between January 18 and March 
15. With this type of organization we no longer have positions classified as 
supervisor and head nurse. Nurses were selected from the categories of 
supervisors, head nurses and faculty to assume the newly created position of 
Coordinator of Nursing on each patient care unit. In selected instances, the 
coordinator also assumes responsibility for teaching junior students in the 
clinical area. 

A new salary scale was put into effect in February. Registered nurse 
salaries range from $5,700.00 to $6,420.00 annually with a $240.00 increment 
each year until the maximum is reached. The differential for evenings and 
nights is $60.00 per month, _ 

Our staff of registered nurses and practical nurses has increased each 
month. There are, however, still registered nurse positions open. 

To best achieve the educational goals of the School of Nursing, it was 
agreed that nursing education must be carried out conjointly with nursing 
practice and that nurses participating in both education and practice will 
pursue the objectives of quality patient care and excellence of student education. 

As a part of the reorganization of the Department of Nursing, the Chair- 
man of the Department has assumed responsibility for nursing education, 
nursing practice and nursing research. 

The School of Nursing is strengthened and enriched through the follow- 
ing facets of the organization: 

1. The Administrative Assistant in Curriculum assumes the major re- 
sponsibility for leadership in curriculum development, implementation 
and evaluation: 

2. The Director of Student Affairs carries the responsibilities of a dean 
of students and participates in curriculum development, implementation 
and evaluation. 

3. The directors of sections participate in the development, implementa- 
tion and evaluation of curriculum. 

4. Assistants to the directors, nurses prepared as specialists in clinical 
nursing, will teach and participate in the development, implementation 
and evaluation of curriculum. 

5. Coordinators of nursing carry the title of instructor or assistant in- 
structor, depending upon their preparation and experience. They 
assume teaching responsibility for students in the clinical laboratory 
and may, at given times, participate in classroom teaching. They also 
have a responsibility for participating in the development, implementa- 
tion and evaluation of curriculum. 

7. The administrative assistants, directors of sections and assistants to 
the directors assume responsibility for faculty development. 

Our nursing department is now one in which nurses can nurse and also 
participate in developing methods for the improvement of patient care and 
education.

Members of the Board 
who served as Chairmen of the Standing Committees are: Education—Mrs.
